MEMORIAL TO LORD PAUNCEFOTE, 


There is, says the “Daily Graphic, in conrsa 
of preparation o fremorial to the late Tord 
Pauncefote, Ambissador to the United States, 
to be erected over bis grave at East Stoke, near 
\Nowark, the seal of Sir Henry Bromley, Bart., 
whose heir married the Hon. Lilian Pauncefote, 
The pedestal, of Hopton Wood (Derbyshire) 
stone, has already been worked, upon which 
there will boo bronze statue of the Ambassador, 
a commission for oxeculiag it having ben 
Pluced with an ominent London seulptor, who is 
now engaged apon it.
